ASSERT MRS. SPRAGUE GUILTY 


Declare New Evidence Has Been Pro­ 


cured Which Will Prove Sprague 


Was Killed by Wife. 


The mo tio n fo r a n ew trial in the 
ease o f the State again st Ben No ble, 
the Decatu r co u n ty farm han d, who 
was co n v icted fo r the mu rder o f his 
emp lo y er, Albert Sp ragu e, din in g the 
last week o f the last term o f co u rt, 
an d sen ten ced to life imp riso n men t 
in the State p riso n , which was filed 
in the clerk’s o ffice y esterday ev en ­ 
in g ju st befo re clo sin g time, is a v ery 
v o lu min o u s affair an d co v ers abo u t 
thirty -fiv e ty p ewritten 
p ages. 
The 
mo tio n is main ly in effect that mu ch 
n ew ev iden ce will be in tro du ced bear­ 
in g o n the case an d it is o n that the­ 
o ry that the co u n sel fo r No ble asks 
fo r a n ew trial. If the trial is gran t­ 
ed, it p ro mises to be v ery sen satio n al 
as a gre*at amo u n t o f n ew ev iden ce 
will be in tro du ced which may thro w 
a differen t light o n the mu rder. 
The 
defen se alleges that ev iden ce will he 
bro u ght o u t to sho w that Mrs. Ger­ 
tru de Sp ragu e, the wido w o f the mu r­ 
dered farmer, killed her hu sban d, an d 
n o t Ben No ble. 
The co u n sel stated 
in the mo tio n that it is their ho n est 
befit f that Mrs. Sp ragu e did the kill­ 
in g. 
The first p aragrap h o f the mo tio n 
sets o u t that the v erdict retu rn ed o n 
the n ight o f March 13 , was co n trary 
to law. 
The seco n d is to the effect 
that the v erdict is n o t su stain ed by 
su fficien t ev iden ce. 
The n ex t fo rty - 
n in e p aragrap hs take u p each o n e o f 
the co u rt’s in stru ctio n s in the last 
trial an d p o in t o u t where they were 
n o t co rrect. The n ex t ten p aragrap hs 
are dev o ted to the ten in stru ctio n s 
which the defen se asked 
fro m the 
co u rt an d did n o t get in the last trial. 
In the mo tio n it is p o in ted o u t that 
the co u rt made an erro r in admittin g 
the check, which the State alleged 
was fo rged by Ben No ble, o v er the 
o bjectio n s o f the defen se. It is stat­ 
ed that the defen se began the trial o n 
the theo ry that Gertru de Sp ro gu e, 
wido w o f the mu rdered man , was in ­ 
n o cen t o f the crime.

co u rse o f the trial here the defen dan t 
an d his co u n sel were led to believ e 
that she was gu ilty an d sin ce the trial 
mo re ev iden ce has been fo u n d to su p ­ 
p o rt the belief o f 
No ble

giv en in affidav its which are in clu ded 
in fu ll in the mo tio n . 
It is declared that if gran ted a n ew 
trial, the defen se will p ro v e all o f the 
facts in tro du ced in the affidav its an d 
also will be able to p ro v e additio n al 
facts by additio n al testimo n y besides 
that in tro du ced in 'the last trial an d 
in affidav its to the effect that Ger­ 
tru de Sp ragu e was an d is gu ilty o f 
the mu rder o f 'her hu sban d fo r which 
o ffen se the defen dan t was charged 
an d co n v icted.

affidav it to all o f the facts as set 
fo rth by his atto rn ey s 
The first affidav it is that o f Go ldia 
Carr, who is no w a resident o f Rush 
co unty , but who liv ed o n a farm ad­ 
jo ining Sprag ue’s until 
September 
1 90 9, when he mo v ed to this co unty . 
He went to Decatur co unty in the fall 
o f 1 90 9 to g ather co m and stay ed at 
the Sprag ue ho me. He also declares 
in the affidav it that he went to the 
Sprag ue ho me o n the day o f the sale, 
after the murder, and talked with 
Mrs. Sprag ue, who 
said 
that she 
wo uld sho w him 'the scenes o f the 
murder and tell him abo ut it. 
He 
say s that be and Geo rg e Dav is were 


taken in to the ro o m where Sp ragu e’s 
bo dy was 
fo u n d an d 
that 
Mrs. 
Sp ragu e said she was ly in g asleep be­ 
side her hu sban d when she heard the^ 
rep o rt. 
In the affidav it Carr say s 
that Mrs. Sp ragu e declared that she 
did n o t feel fo r the wo u n ds, bu t go t 
u p an d lit the light; 
also 'that she 
kn ew he was sho t thro u gh the brain 
an d died in stan tly . 
Carr av ers that 
she to ld him she walked in to the 
kitchen an n fo u n d the gu n barrel 
warm an d then 
wo n dered if 
he 
tho u ght “they ” 
wo u ld 
thin k 
she 
watched to o clo sely . 
In the affidav it 
it is declared that Mrs. Sp ragu e ask­ 
ed Carr to v isit No ble while in In di­ 
an ap o lis an d see if he said an y thin g 
abo u t her 
an d if he did to write it 
do wn an d mail it to her. 
Dr. J. M. Wo o d, a Decatu r co u n ty 
p hy sician , an d Dr. E. T. Riley , a 
Green sbu rg p hy sician , in 
affidav its, 
swear that they kn o w o f the circu m­ 
stan ces 
su rro u n din g 
the 
Sp ragu e 
mu rder an d are u n an imo u s in the 
o p in io n that the co mbin ed distu rb­ 
an ce cau sed by the discharge an d a 
rep o rt o f a sho t gu n wo u ld awaken 
an y p erso n in a n o rmal co n ditio n . It 
will be remembered that ev iden ce in 
the trial was to the effect that the 
Sp ragu e children who slep t in the 
same ro o m were n o t awaken ed. 
James I. Ro bbin s, 2 4 
y ears o ld, 
who has kn o wn the Sp ragu e family 
fo r eight y ears, swears in an affidav it 
that Mr. an d Mrs. Sp ragu e, while they 
liv ed an the Ed Marr farm in B ar­ 
tho lo mew co u n ty , o ften had 'tro u ble. 
He cites o n e 
in ciden t when 
Mrs. 
Sp ragu e in an an gry to n e co mman ded 
her 'hu sban d to co me in to the bo u se 
an d at an o ther time said to him, “Al­ 
bert, why in the Ii— do n ’t y o u co me 
in here.” 
Lewis A. Hardin g, a law p artn er o f 
Jo hn E. Osbo rn e o f Green sbu rg, o n e 
o f the atto rn ey s in the case, swears 
to a lo n g affidav it which is a p art o f 
the mo tio n . 
His affidav it is in su b­ 
stan ce: 
He wen t to Cliffo rd, Bar­ 
tho lo mew co u n ty , March 2 7, an d re­ 
main ed fo r three day s to gather ev i­ 
den ce. 
In that co mmu n ity , which is 
the Sp ragu es fo rmer ho me, he fo n d 
mu ch p reju dice an d sen timen t again st 
No ble, which was esp ecially stro n g 
amo n g 
frien ds 
an d 
relativ es 
o f 
Sp ragu e. Hardin g fo u n d it the same 
way in Decatu r co u n ty . 
He fo u n d 
mu ch ev iden ce to cau se belief that 
Gertru de Sp ragu e killed her hu sban d 
an d fo u n d that p eo p le were restrain ed 
an d restrain ed themselv es o n acco u n t 
o f the feelin g again st No ble. Dewitt 
Hager to ld him that Mrs. Sp ragu e 
imp o sed o n her hu sban d an d o rdered 
him aro u n d 
imp erio u sly . 
Geo rge 
Lehman , a relativ e o f Sp ragu e, by 
marriage, to ld him that Sp ragu e had 
imp ro p er relatio n s with o ther wo men . 
Hardin g learn ed this fro m v ario u s 
so u rces. He also / heard the co mmo n 
belief that Sp ragu e wo u ld hav e go t o n 
better if he had n o t had su ch a wo ­ 
man . He was to ld that Mrs. Sp ragu e 
was jealo u s o f a wo man o n the Ed 
Marr farm. 
Hardin g is co n v in ced 
that p eo p le he talked with kn ew an d 
do kn o w that Sp ragu e had had tro u ­ 
ble with v ario u s 
wo men the 
the 
n eighbo rho o d; 
that Mrs. Sp ragu e is 
a wo man o f high temp er; o ften q u ar­ 
reled abo u t 'the man n er in which the 
ho u seho ld was ru n an d was jealo u s 
o f o ther wo men in the n eighbo rho o d 
o n acco u n t o f 
her hu sban d’s relatio ns 
to them. 
He believ es there is addi­ 
tio nal ev idence which can n o t be o b­ 
tain ed o n ly by co mp u lso ry metho ds o f 
co urt o n acco unt o f the co nfidential 
relatio ns o f the neig hbo rho o d. He 
in ­ 
terv iewed the o ldest Sprag ue g irl who 
said that she was no t awakened by 
the repo rt o f the g un o n the nig ht o f 
the murder, bul by her mo ther.

talked to Merritt Webb who said im­ 
pro per relatio ns 
ex isted 
between 
Sprag ue and 
o ther 
wo men in the 
neig hbo rho o d. 
Harding believ es that 
an affidav it can no t be o btained fro m

W ashington, April IS.—R epresenta­ 
tiv e Underwood, chairm an of the Dem­ 
ocratic oom m ittee on ways and m eans, 
has introduced in the house twro bills, 
one em bodying the term s of tjie reci­ 
procity trad e agreem ent negotiated 
w ith C anada by Mr. T aft and the o ther 
proposing to tran sfer to the free list 
a hundred or m ore articles, am ong 
them sev eral “necessaries of life,” 
The 
D em ocrats 
thus 
began 
their 
w ork of rev ising 
the tariff. 
They 
believ e that the program , wThether 
o r not it is carried out by a Repub­ 
lican senate, will reflect credit upon 
their party and bring fav orable politi­ 
cal results. 
The Canadian agreem ent will be re­ 
ported to the house tom orrow and will 
be passed early next week. 
Im m edi­ 
ately following action on the Canadian 
pact the house will proceed to the con­ 
sideration of the Underwood tariff 
bill, which prov ides for rev ision, as 
the D em ocrats put it, “in the interest 
of the farm er and the ultim ate con­ 
sum er.” 
The Underwood bill, carrying out 
the prov isions of the Canadian agree­ 
m ent, is in all essentials patterned 
after the McCall bill, which failed in 
the last congress. It contains one new 
prov ision which, howev er, does not 
affect the agreem ent itself. 
This is 
the req uest of the president that he 
“negotiate trad e agreem ents w ith the 
Dominion of Canada w herein m utual 
concessions are m ade looking tow ard 
freer trade relations and fu rther reci­ 
procal expansion of trade and com­ 
m erce.” 


For the “ U ltim ate Cons umer.” 


Chief in terest is centered in the bill 
adm itting duty free about a hundred 
articles used by the “ultim ate con­ 
sum er” and the farm er. 
The farm er 
has objected to the C anadian agree­ 
m ent on the ground that it m akes the 
m arket in which he sells free, while 
com pelling him to buy under protec­ 
tion. 
The D em ocratic leaders figure 
tha t such a m easure will cut the 
ground from under the senate insur­ 
gents who hav e opposed reciprocity on 
the ground that It was unfair to the 
farm er. 
W’hile the “farm ers’ bill” affects a 
large num ber of articles of ev ery day 
consum ption, such as m eats, flour E^nd 
o ther foodstuffs in addition to agricul­ 
tural im plem ents, it would not seri­ 
ously affect the rev enues. 
R epresen­ 
tativ e Underwood said that the rev e­ 
nue contained last year on the articles 
enum erated in the bill approxim ately 
only $1,500,000, and of this am ount 
cotton bagging alone yielded about 
$1,000,000. 
D em ocrats declare that 
the rates now im posed on m ost of the 
articles enum erated in the bill are pro­ 
hibitiv e. 
The two tariff bills will be rushed 
through the house. 
Very little tim e 
will be allow'ed for debate. 
The new 
code of rules adopted by the Demo­ 
crats has a prov ision specifically bear­ 
ing on rev enue m easures. It prov ides 
tha t no am endm ent to such a bill is in 
order unless it is germ ane to the sub­ 
ject m atter under consideration. 
The 
effect of this will be to lim it debate 
and sav e tim e. 
The Underwood free 
list bill proposes a partial rev ision of 
the tariff tha t the D em ocrats believ e 
will be v ery popular w ith the country. 
It adm its duty free m any of the lead­ 
ing foodstuffs and such articles of 
common use as lum ber. 
W ith this lat­ 
te r prov ision taken in connection with 
the concessions on Canadian lum ber 
granted in the T aft agreem ent, Demo­ 
crats say that the country would be in 
a position to draw not only on the 
g reat Canadian resources, hut also 
from the M exican supply. 
This inclu­ 
sion of lum ber in the Underwood bul 
is designed carefully to open up the 
big pine resources of the republic to 
the south.
